It may interest the residents of Calgary 
who are at a considerable loss just now to 
understand how the town council are 
calculating on a successful municipal 
career for the corporation with an imeome 
of 2,700, and an expenditure of 
$3,000, to observe how things are done 
at Qu’ Appelle, 

The municipality of Qu’Appelle, which 
is a fur richer one than that of Calgary has 
un assessment role showing a total value 
of property of $1,080,230. ‘This assessment 
role isu revised one so that there is no 
mistake about the amount, which shows 
there are some business — principles 
amongst the members of the Qu'Appelle 
council, 

The municipality of Qu’Appelle therefore 
knowing what it has to count upon, is 
able to make the following proposition in 
the following business like manner; Where- 
as it is necessary and expedient to raise, 
by way of loan, the sum of Five thousand 
($5,000) collars for the following purposes. 
that is to say. 

Ist. ‘To pay certain indebtedness ocea- 
sioned by the formation of the municipality. 

2nd. ‘To meet the expenses of the nuni- 
cipality until the levying and collection of 
taxes for the current year. 

And whereas the totul value of all the 
rateable property of t!.e said municipality, 
aceording to the lat revised assessment 
role is One million eighty thousand two 
hundred and thirty ($1,080,280) dollars ; 

And whereas the existing debenture 
debt of the municipality is nothing ; 

Therefore we propose to raise $5000 in 
the following manner. 

Now no one objects to a municipality, 
whether here or elsewhere, caising money 
for these legimate ebjects, it the miunici- 
pality knows what it has to go upon.

Of Dealing With the Indians. 


The Secretary of the Interior has recom- 
mended the Washington Congress to with- 
draw certain lands included in’ the Black- 
feet, Fort Peck, and Fort Belknap Indians 
from such reseryation aril “restore them 
to the public domain.’’ These reserves be 
ong to the Piegan, Blood, anl Blackfee t 
and Indians of the Fort Belknap agency, 


The Secretary of the Interior does not 
however, propose that these Indians shouid 
go unrecompensed for being so obliging as 
to ‘restore’ nearly 7,000,000 acres of 
land to the American government, Thev 
are to have a reserve instead in Northern 
Montana near the Sweet Grass hills and 
Marias river, Eaciy agency is also to have 
annual grant of $75,000. 


It seems in fact that the Americans in 
the western states have concluded that they 
are strong enough now to stand any In- 
dian raid that may be made, and are be- 
ginning a policy of encroachment, which 
may be fun for the rancher, but which may 
also be death for the r:edskin, 


It isa new way of dealing with the In- 
dians, however, and everything that is new 
js interesting.

The Police in the Mountains. 


The jurisdiction of the N. W. M. P. in 
the mountains does not extend further 
than 25 miles west of the second crossing 
of the Columbia, between the Selkirk and 
Gold ranges. West of that point Mr. C. 
Todd, Stipendiary Magistrate for British 
Columbia, with five special constables, 
controlls the line of railway in the inter- 
ests of temperance and order. He 
fined a man, 43 miles west of the second 
crossing, $250 the other day for selling 
“whiskey,"’ and tacked on $40 more asa 
sort of general reminder.

THE TOWN COUNCIL. 


The town council met last night in the 
council chamber. Present, tie Mayor and 
Councillors Hogg, Millward and Clark, 

A telegram from Dr. Lindsay was read 
asking for three months leave of absence. 
Granted. 

A letter from J. H. Warren was read 
offering the purchase ofhis house at the 
corner of Stephen ave. and Hoardisty st., 
near Boynton Hall, to the corporation, to- 
gether with the two lots on which it stand 
for $750. The house was 90 x 24 and built 
of logs, and would be suitable for police 
purposes. In case of purchase — the 
corporation would have to assume the 
final payment of $137 with interest, due 
January, 1886. The letter was filled. 

A communication was read from 
Waterous & Co. giving estimates of the 
cost of putting in a water-works system. 
The estimates assumed that machinery 
woald be used in connection with the pipes, 
A 6—inch, or better an 8—inch, pipe 
would be required from the Bow to section 
15 and a pipe of 6 er 4 inches therefrom to 
the end of Stephen ave., pipes tobe laid 
more tnan 4 feet underground. The sum 
total was not given, Referred to the fire 
and water committee. 

A.G. Macdonald's declaration of office 
as pound keeper was filed. 

Accounts from [. 8. Freeze for two 
months rent of council chamber, and from 
Kananaskis Coal Co. were referred to the 
Finance Committee. Also account from 
Boynton Hall of $5 for the use of hall at 
first meeting of council. The Mayor pro- 
tested against the item on the ground that 
asthe Stipendiary Court had. hired the 
hall for the day, the council had not been 
able to use it, 

_A petition from Cummings & Allan, A. 
G, Macdonald and Bain Brothers was 
read, praying that the license for livery 
and feed stables combined be reduced to 
$25, as the present amount was excessive. 
Referred to a committee of the whole 
council, 

The accounts of Messrs, Dick, MeVittie 
and the Kananaskis Coal Co. were  re- 
ported as correct aud passed. 

_ The committee on public works reported 
in favour of immediate steps being taken 
in reference to the building of a bridge 
over the Elbow, so that a conclusion might 
be reached by the time the next mail for 
the east left. It was decided to consider 
the matter at a meeting of a committee of 
the whole council to take place to-day. 

The clerk informed the council that he 
had ascertained they had no power to in- 
flict imprisonment with hard labor for an 
infraction of a civic by-law, and that there 
were four by-laws to which this penalty was 
attached. ‘lhe by-laws referred to were 
amended by striking out the obnoxious 
clauses, 

The clerk was instructed to communicate 
with the other municipal councils through- 
out the territories with a view to co-opera- 
tion ina united iuemorial to Sir John 
Macdonald, petitioning that the law. de- 
creeing that the licenses for billiard tables, 
pool tables, etc,, Le paid te the N.W. 
Council, be amendod, either to permit the 
payment of these licenses to the municipal 
ties or to permit of a better distribution of 
the revenues derived from them among the 
municipalities, Councillor Hogg, in mov- 
ing the resolution, said that the Lieut. 
Governor had informed thew that he had 
no power to deal with the question, and it 
would have to be left to the meeting of the 
N.W. Council in July, An amendinent 
was added, praying that the licenses 
not renewed by the N.W, Council on their 
expiration in June until the matter had 
been settled. 

Mr, Jarrett, on behalf of the citizens’ 
bridge committee, enquired if it was the 
intention of the council to take immediate 
steps in regurd. to the bridge over the 
Elbow, as if'so, it would be unnecessary 
for the citizens’ committee to take any 
steps in the matter. The Mayor said the 
council had been considering the mater 
and had been in communization with 
various parties concerning it for four 
weeks, ‘Their plans were pretty well ma- 
tured now, and after the Lt, Governor had 
been seen to-morrow and the bridge meet- 
ing held they would have a plan to submit 
to parties in the east who were working 
in regard to the bridge. 

Mr, Jarrett said the majority of the 
citizen's committee were in favor of hay- 
ing the bridge within the munuicipality, 
and if the council were taking it up they 
would not interfere. The Mayor said 
that the lumber used for ‘the old 
bridge had heen secured by Capt. Stewart 
for the use of the council if they moved at 
once in the matter. Mr, MeVittie referred 
to Lt. Goy, Dewdney's letter, offering $500 
towards the bridge, and the mayor said a 
committee would wait on the Lt. Governor 
in the morning in reference to it. The 
citizens’ committee then withdrew, 

The matter of the by-law on health was 
considered and it was decided to put u 
notices in the post office and elewhere call- 
ing people's attention to it, Councillor 
Millward moving that the by-law be not 
printed but written by the clerk on account 
of the saving of expense. 

Council then adjourned,
